Moroni Timbimboo, a Shoshoni Indian living in Northern Utah, had an experience in 
1916 that made him believe God had a mission for him in life. Running to catch a moving 
train, he lost his grip on the hand rail but his foot was caught in the step and he was b e­ 
ing dragged along the ground. He prayed for help and found a strength greater than his 
own in raising himself up to the hand rail. 
He was the third generation of his family to be a member of the Mormon Church. After 
the accident he decided to dedicate his life to the service in the church, where he had 
been a Sunday School superintendent at 1 6. 
He made his living farming and served as a counselor to two Bishops for 20 years. 
Then, in January 1939, Timbimboo became Indian Bishop of the Mormon Church, serving 
the all-Indian Washuku W ard. 
Now retired, Mr. and Mrs. Timbimboo recently celebrated their 60th wedding anni­ 
versary. Timbimboo says his wife encouraged him, for her motto was "Always obey a 
calling in the church.” For the Timbimboos "Service is a way of life."
